errTToART, Oct. 9.—The Emperor of Ger- 
many arrived here to-day, his visit to the 
capital of the kingdom being for the purpose 
of attending the funeral of the late King of 
Wurtemberg, who died on Tuesday last. At 
the railroad depot the Emperor was met by 
King William II., successor of the deceased; 
the Princess of Wurtemburg, Prince Henry of 
prussia and a number of distinguished gen- 
erals. Shortly after reaching Stuttgart, the 
Emperor, accompanied by the notables who 
had welcomed his arrival, proceeded to the 
castle and entered the hall where the re- 
mains of King Karl were lying in state. The 
Emperor then laid a magnificent wreath of 
flowers upon the casket and knelt beside the 
remains ofthe dead ruler of Wurtemberg. 
Itter a short prayer the Emperor rose and

THE DYING DUKE. 


THE DUCHESS OF MANCHESTER SUMMONED TO 
ANDERAGE OASTLE—LONDON TOPICS. 

Lowpon, Oct..9.—The Duke of Manchester, 
who is extremely ill at the Anderage Castle, 
County Armagh, can hardly last much 
longer, The Duchess of Manchester has been 
summoned. The Duke appears to be in a 
condition of general collapse from organic 
troubles. The Duke of Manchester was mar- 
ried in New York in 1876 to Miss Yznaga of 
Ravenswood, Cuba.

GENERAL FOREIGN, 


GREAT EXCITEMENT CAUSED BY RIOTS AT 
AMOY, CHINA. 

Lospoyr, Oct. 9.—Dispatches dated Sept. 27, 
received here from Amoy, the seaport town 
of China on the island of the same name, 
province of Fo Kian, nearly opposite the 
center of the island of Formosa, announce 
that there has been serious rioting forty 
miles from the town of Amvy. The popula- 
tion of Amoy, amounting to 300,000 people, is 
in a state of greatexcitement. The riot was 
caused by fiscal abuses. Several mandarins 
and other officials were killed by the rioters. 
The riots as these dispatches were sent had 
been quelled. 


BELGIUM AND GERMANY. 
Brvsesews, Oct. 9.—The Burgomaster of this 
city to-day addressing a public meeting said 
he was authorized todeny that atreaty had 
been concluded between Belgium and Ger- 
many. The Burgomaster, on the other hand, 
expressed confidence that the neighborly 
feeling between France and Belgium in Eu- 
rope, and also in African territories would 
be maintained. 


BRITISH HONDURAS. 
Saw Frawcisco,. Cal., Oct. 8,—Advices from 
Panama are to the effect thet Government af- 
fairs in British Honduras are ina troublous 
condition. After a struggle between the Gov- 
ernment and the popular element of the Leg- 
isiature, the representatives vacated their 
seats ina body. Matters have been placed 
before the British Government for settie- 
ment.

THE RECIPROCITY CONFERENCE. 

OTTAWwa, Ontario, Oct. 9.—Premier Abbott 
said yesterday that the Canadian Govern- 
ment had not treceived any intimation that 
President Harrison and Mr. Blaine wished 
the Canadian Government to fix some date 
between Oct. 25, and Dec. 1, fora confer- 
ence. He said that whenever the American 
Government expressed a desire to have a 
date fixed he would be happy to do so.

SAILED FOR CHILI. 


The Steamer Yorktown Bound for Val- 
paraiso—Target Practice. 

New York, Oct. 9.—The United States 
steamship Yorktown salled from this port 
yesterday afternoon for Valparaiso, Chill. 
The! trip will probably occupy forty-five to 
fifty days. 


TARGET PRACTICE. 
New Loxpos, Conn., Oct. 9.—The Chicago, 
the Newark and the Vesuvius are still here 
and the crews are receiving instructions in 
small-arm target practice at the Government 
rang at the naval station. It is intended to 
test the batteries of the Chicago and Newark, 
practically, as soon as the weather permits. 
The relief lightship, which has been con- 
demned, has been turned over to the squad- 
ron of evolution by the light-house board, 
and will be towed by the Vesuvius to a point 
somewhere between Gardiner’s Island and 
Montauk point. The Chicago and Newark, 
while moving at the rate of ten knots an 
hour, will fire their main batteries at the 
lightship.

Sr. Pat, Minn., Oct. 9.—Early this morn- 
ing the Olympic Theater was gutted by fire, 
causing a loss of $50,000. The proprietor, Al- 
derman Pat Conley, is out of the city and the 
insurance cannot be given. Losses of cos- 
tumes, etc., foot up about $3,000, and other 
losses in the building will not exceed $5,000. 
The place was rebuilt two years ago and had 
been leased a few weeks since for a term of 
five years by W. J. Wells, who was running It 
asa variety theater. The cause of the fre is 
unknown.

THE DEAD LEADER. 


Parnell’s Enemies Warned Not to At- 
‘tend His Obsequies. 


THE WALLS IN CORK PLACARDED WITH 
STARTLING POSTERS 


Proclaiming that Ireland’s Champion Was 
Murdered to Please the English—Ex- 
tracts from a Letter to Parnell’s 
Mother—Tributes from the Lips of Old 
Asscciates—Little Prospect of Unity. 


Loxpox, Oct. 9.—A large number of McCar- 
thyites, including McOarthy himself, are ex- 
pected to take partin the funeral of Parnell 
at Dublinon Sunday. But Mr. Redmond has 
openly declared that should *‘Foul-mouthed 
Healey, as he calls him, and others who 
have indulged in personal abuse of Parnell 
present themselves they will be driven off and 
be lucky tf they escape without injury. 
Mr. Redmond says, as an intimate friend of 
Parnell, that nothing stung the Irish leader 
to the quick so much as Healey’s abusive al- 
lusions to Mrs. O’Shea, both before and after 
she had become Parneil’s wife. On reading 
or hearing of these insults Parnell 
would quiver like an aspen and compress his 
li ps as if to restrain the utterance of his feel- 
ings. Mr. Redmond says he has no doubt 
that Healey’s taunts had a good deal to do 
with bringing about Parnell’s death, by 
breaking down his nervous system and wor- 
rying his mind. 

United Ireland also protests against the 
anti-Parnellites attending the obsequies. It 
says the men who tried todrive Farnell to 
the wall ought not to sentimentalize over his 
grave. Wet them keep their tears for Giad- 
stone,’’ continued the article. ‘‘It is the men 
of Ireland who stand about the tomb of 
our chiefand they will guard it. They will 
not change their opinions, but will fight his 
cause the more stubbornly—opposing the 
men who sold him to his enemies and gave 
into the hands of the English statesman the 
cause defended by his forefathers. 

Large sensational posters have been placed 
on walls, fences and other places throughout 
Cork. These posters have deep mourning 
borders and bear in their centers the words: 
‘‘Murdered to Please Englishmen.’’ The 
posters are stirring up much excitement. 

The Freeman's Journal and United Ireland 
both denounce the sensational placarding at 
Cork as an attempt to incite disorders and 
say that the posters are either an incitement 
to murder or else they are without meaning. 

The members of the National League in 
London here are making preparations to 
meet the body of Parnell upon its arrivai 
from Brighton at the railway station. There 
will undoubtedly be a great procession to 
escort the body from the arriving to the de- 
parting station. 


CANNOT WRITE. 


DILLON AND O'BRIEN DISCUSS THE FUTURE OF 
THE IRISH PARTY.

Ed. D. Neil, the Slayer of Allen and 
His Wite, Hanged at Omaha. 


CONFESSED HIS GUILT AND ASKED ro. 
GIVENESS ON THE GALLOWS. 


The Felder Brothers Executed at Rusk, 
Tex. — The Story of Their Crimes as 
Told by the Doomed Men—Peter Ren- 
fro Respited by the Governor of Mis- 
sour, 


OMARA, Neb., Oct. 9.—The execution of Ed 
D. Niel took place at high noon. Accom- 
panied by his spiritual adviser and Sheriff 
Boyd, the prisoner ascended the gallows 
without help. On the scaffold he stated that 
he murdered Allen and his wife, and did it 
alone. He was prepared to die and asked 
forgiveness for hiscrime. The drop fell at 
12:07%%. His neck was broken and he was 
pronounced, dead in twelve and a half min- 
utes. The enclosure within which the execu- 
tion took place was crowded to the utmost, 
and all around the Court-house a throng of 
thousands of men, womenand children was 
congregated. 


The crime for which Neil suffered is per- 
haps one of the most cold-blooded and 
atrocious ever recorded.

Itisalso becoming rotten, 
I have 40,000 bushels of wheat in stock andl 
will sell it for % centsa bushel if any one 
wants to buy at that price, and there are 
many others who will take thesame offer. If 
the wet weather continues a few days longer 
I don’t think the wheat now inthe shock can 
be used for four. The other cereals, such as 
oats, barley andrye.are damaged more or 
less, but not to such an extent as Wheat.

ROBERTS’ DEMAND. 


Some Interesting History of Mr. Joy’s 
Congressional Race. 


A DEPOSITION IN A SUIT AGAINST AN 
UNSUCCESSFUL CANDIDATE, 


The Plaintiff Tells How the Certificate of 
the Union Labor Indorsement Was Pro- 
cured and Filed im Jefferson City on 
Time—A Hard Night’s Work and a De. 
mand for $90. 


An interesting deposition was filed in the 


Circuit Court to-day in the case of James T. 
Roberts against Charles F. Joy, in 
which Roberts is suing Mr. Joy for 
$90 for services rendered during the 
campaign of 1690, when Mr. Joy was a can 
didate for Congress for the Eighth District 
on the Republican ticket. The deposition is 
that of Roberts and he gives a detailed 
account of the work he did for whioh 
he claims $90. Roberts is a notary public and 
was employed by Mr. Joy to procure the 
indorsement of the members of the Central 
Committee of the Union Labor party for Mr. 
Joy. 
SECURING INDORSEMENTS 
Roberts’ deposition substantially is as fol- 
lows: On Oct. 23, 1890, Mr. Joy came to 
Robert’s office in the Laclede building about 
noon and askeg him if he was a notary. 
Being answered in the affirmative 
Mr. Joy said he had many acknowledgments 
to be taken at night and asked Roberts if he 
would do it. Roberts saidhe would. Mr. 
Joy told him tocome to his office immediately 
and he would show him the document 
that had to be signed and introduce him to 
some of the parties who were to sign it. He 
went with Mr. Joy and was shown the docu- 
ment, which was a certificate of the 
nomination of Mr. Joy for Congress 
forthe Eighth District by the Union Labor 
party. Roberts was then introduced by 
Mr. Joy to George J. O’Rellly and 
Henry Roll. Mr. Joy said that 
Mr. Roll was the Chairman of the 
Central Committee of the Union Labor party, 
and Mr. O'Reilly was the Secretary. Mr. Joy 
asked Roberts to ax his notarial seal to 
the certificate, which was done. Roberts 
was then to take the certificate 
to the place of meeting of the Central Com- 
mittee of the Union Labor party that night 
and get the signatures of all the members.

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AN OLD MAN BEATEN 


Mr. James Gilbreath of Carondelet 
Most Brutally Assaulted. 


THREE MEN KNOCK AND KICK HIM INTO 
UNCONSCIOUSNESS. 


The Assault Was Entirely Unprovoked- 
An Unknown Man Meets With a Pain- 
ful Accident Last Night Near Jefferson 
Barracks—A Sad Case of Destitution- 
South End News. 


James Gilbreath, one ofthe most prominent 
citizens of the South End, was assaulted and 
fearfully deaten about the face and body by 
three unknown men about 7o’clock last even. 
ing on Pennsylvania avenue and Schirmer 
street. The locality where the assault took 
place is a lonely spot and seldom 
passed by people after dark. Mr. Gilbreath 
is over 50 years ofageandisacrippie. From 
what could be gleaned from the old gentile- 
man concerning the cowardly assault, it 
seems that Mr. Gilbreath was on his way 
home.

ST. LOUIS EXTENDING ITS TRADE IN ALL 
DIRECTIONS. 


An Astonishing Increase of Sales Devel- 
oped During Fair Week— Eastern Mer- 
chants Driven From St. Louis Terri- 
tory—Remarkable Extension. 


The attractions of the Exposition, Veiled 
Prophets and Fair have drawn tens of thou- 
sands of people to St. Louis, but the immense 
crowds that have filled the streets during the 
last four days were not by any means solely 
on pleasure bent, but the great majority, like 
John Gilpin’s wife, were of a frugal mind. 
This was not evidenced by any diminution in 
the amount of money put in circulation by 
the sight-seers, for never before have the ex- 
penditures of the visitors to St. Louis been on 
sO liberal a scale, but by the extent to which 
business has been combined with pleasure. 

AN UNPRECEDENTED TRADE. 

Such a fall trade as that now in full swing 
has never been known since St. Louls was a 
city. At this season of the year both 
wholesale and retail merchants expect 
to do a heavy business, but the most optimis- 
tic had no idea of the amount and charac- 
ter of the orders that they would receive, so 
great has been the increase that in spite of 
the fact that the St. Louls wholesale and job- 
bing houses have carried an unusually large 
stock, they havein most cases been obliged 
to dispatch ordersto the manufacturers for 
an additional supply. From every quarter of 
the country tributary to St. Louis, the orders 
have increased at least 40 per cent, while in 
not a few instances the increase 
has amounted to considerably over 100 
per cent, andthis calculated on last year’s 
basis, which was itself exceptional. But the 
addition to the trade in the territory that is

EASTERN COMPETITORS RETIRE. 

On the one hand the Eastern wholesale 
houses have been nearly entirely driven out 
of St. Louis territory. This is notably the case in 
the dry goods and boot and shoe trade, and ts 
acknowledged by the commercial travelers 
representing Eastern houses now in the city. 
Their concurrent testimony is that it has 
been found nearly tmpossible to sell direct 
to the country merchants in competition 
with St. Louls, and that where two years ago 
there were five drummers in the district 
south and west of this city, thereis not one 
now, so thoroughly is the feld covered by St.

THE SOUTHWESTERN TRAFFIC. 

Gradually the influence of St. Louis has 
extended until last spring the Galveston 
merchants felt compelied to make a frantic 
appealto the railroads for still further fa- 
vors, alleging that they would not transact 
business on the small margin of profit and 
give the long credits obtainable in St. Louis 
unless the latter city should be very 
strongly discriminated against in the matter 
Of freight rates. This request was refused, 
and a short time ago the Galveston route of 
the Morgan steamship line was partially 
abandoned in consequence. By this action a 
territory extendingVrom the center of Louis- 
lana to the Rio Grande was added to the zone 
of St. Louls influence, and the effects are just 
beginning to be felt with full force. 
From no part of the country have 
the purchases made here shown the
